REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In consideration of 
the above Examiner's Amendment and the Amendment (1 1/19/2009) and in reconsideration of 
the prior office actions and responses thereto, the claimed invention is neither expressly disclose 
nor fairly suggested by the prior art. The prior art does not disclose a method for attracting 
Aedes aegypti, Aedes albopictus or Anopheles albimanus by exposing an environment with 
Aedes aegypti, Aedes albopictus or Anopheles albimanus attracting amounts of lactic acid and 
butanone or lactic acid, butanone and dimethyl disulfide. Further, in view of the unpredictability 
of the art as to which compounds and combinations of compounds would be effective even as to 
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specific mosquito species, it is unexpected that lactic acid and butanone or lactic acid, butanone 
and dimethyl disulfide would be effective in attracting Aedes aegypti, Aedes albopictus or 
Anopheles albimanus. See Office Action (9/30/2009), page 3. Any comments considered 
necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid 
processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be 
clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
